Each church belonging to the Association shall be 
entitled to two delegates until its members shall exceed fifty, and one 
additional delegate for each additional fifty or fractional part thereof; 
provided, that ministers who are members of such churches, but supply 
a pulpits, may be appointed as additional delegates to the regular 
quota. 


7 ARTICLE 6. This Association shall have the power of an ad- 
isory council arid shall in no wise infringe upon the rights of inde- 
pendence of the churches. 


ARTICLE 7. No queries shall be considered by the Association 
unless regularly sent up through the churches, and such queries shal! 
embrace only questions of doctrines. 


ARTICLE 8. The Association shall meet annually as may be 
agreed upon, and after enrolling the names of the delegates, proceed 
by ballot to the election of a Moderator, a Clerk and a Treasurer.

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSION, 

It is impossible to report here the wonderful things accomplished 
in the Foreign Field, in such brief words, by Southern Baptist, in the 
name of Jesus Christ, our Savior. , 

Only a few bare figures calls attention to some things that we 
are proud of, and which should stimulate us to the forward march. 


Southern Baptist contributed last year to Foreign Missions 
We have 1,095 churches on the Foreign Field, with a total mem 
bership of 111,872, and with the Sunday School as a great factor in 
teaching God’s word. 
We have 860 day schools, which are conducted by our mission- 


aries, with an enrollment of 35,106 students, and also 416 ministesial 
students attending, 


_ We have had something over 13,000 baptisms during the year, ‘ 
which shows an increase over last year’s report. 

There is an interesting feature in the fact that the native Chris- - 
t ng fine work in the Master’s Cause. The native work- 
ing force now numbers 2,494, 

_ We sent out 54 new missionaries this year, making a total of 544 
missionaries on the Foreign Field. After dedyeting the losses, we 
made a net gain of 43. { 

Our missionaries, and the native workers are doing their best, 
and we should awake to our duties in responding to their needs, and 
to the need of the whole world. Let us finish up the 75 Million Cam- 
paign, by paying our pledges. 

The great task that Southern Baptist faces now is to earry and

A two-story brick superintendent’s home has been completed at 
a cost. of $10,000.00 (estimated), but by doing much of the work 
ourselves a great saving has resulted, and it has cost much less.

THE 75 MILLION CAMPAIGN AND THE 1925 PROGRAM 

Just five years ago this fall we united as Southern Baptists in vie 
of the mightiest movements ever put on by any Christian deriomina- 
tion in modern times. The success with which this campaign ‘wa: 
waged was indeed marvelous, as Baptists in every state in the Souti- 
ern baptist Convention caught step and moved forward with a pur- 
pose apd enthusiasm worthy of a great people in a great hour. 


There is no mistaking the fact that God was in the mo\ement 
from the beginning and that aside from the money alreaay raised, 
some 55 mution doliars for eur missionary, educational and benevolent 
work, the campaign has been an unquestioned success.: it has re- 
sulted ina quickening of the spiritual life of our churches., an in- 
creased emphasis on evangelism, a large increase in baptisms, a 
greater unification of our forces, a new consciousness of our power 
to work together, and a larger vision of theneeds and opportunities 
of our Lord’s Kingdom. 


While the success already achieved justifies the effort put forth, 
no loyal Baptist will be satisfied with anything less than a worthy 
finish of the campaign. The imperative duty before us just now, is, 
in the language of Paul, that we “Now therefore perform the doing 
of 1° that as there was a readiness to will, so there may bea. per- 
formance also out of that Which we have.” 

We learn that in Mississippi we lacked up to August Ist, about 
$715,000 of having raised our quota. “Your committee is not advised 
us to how much the Lebanon Association is behind, but we are under 
obligation to raise all we can by November Ist, the end of this Con- 
‘Vention year, and then at least finish up our quota by December 31st; 
the date on which the 75 Million Campaign expires. Nothing received 

after January lst will be counted on the 75 Million, but all: tnat comes 
in after that date will be counted on the 1925 program. 


We thus find ourselves this fall completing one task while pre- 
paring for another. The 1925 Program agreed upon by Southern 
Baptists in Conventio St May, calls for $7,500;000 for 
; i ng the various states to fixe the 
I State work. In Mississippi, as 
directed by our last State Convention, the State Board has fixed a 
goal of $700,000 to be divided equaily between Southwide! causes 
and State causes.
